Benchmark Windows

*Read to Achieve Legislation requires BOY, MOY, and EOY benchmark
assessments be given to all K-3 students.

*For EVAAS purposes, the state will use MOY to EQY data for K-2 growth for the
2020-2021 school year.

*The benchmark assessment window must be consistent for all vendors in order to
meet the requirements of EVAAS data collection.

Benchmark Assessment Window
BOY Assessments in August or first 20 instructional days in September
MOY First 20 instructional days in January
EOY First 20 instructional days in May

* Instructional days are defined as face to face or remote learning (not including
holidays, weekends, teacher workdays, or annual leave days)
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
